SEEDS  BY  PARCEL  POST 

The  rates  of  postage  on  Merchandise  are  much  reduced.  However,  the  rate 
on  Seeds,  Bulbs  and  Plants  remains  the  same — (Sc  per  lb.) — but  permits  of  sending 
20  pounds  to  any  office  in  the  United  States  at  the  same  rate,  and  up  to  50  pounds 
in  the  second  zone  (150  miles)  at  same  rate. 

WE  PAY  POSTAGE.  Please  remember,  in  comparing  our  prices  with  those  quoted 
by  other  Seedsmen,  that  we  pay  the  POSTAGE  on  all  Seeds  quoted  in  this  Catalog,  by 
the  packet,  ounce,  quarter  pound,  and  pound — except  on  Beans,  Peas,  Corn,  Onion  Sets 
and  Field  Seeds,  on  which  our  prices  named  are  NET,  and  if  ordered  by  mail  you  must 
send  8 cents  per  pound,  to  cover  postage. 

If  Seeds  are  ordered  by  Freight  or  Express,  at  your  expense,  deduct  8 cents  per 
pound  from  Catalog  prices  (except  on  Beans,  Peas,  Corn,  etc.,  as  above  noted). 

OUR  TERMS  are  strictly  Cash  with  Order.  Remittance  should  be  made  by  Postofflce 
or  Express  Money  Order,  Bank  Draft  or  Registered  Letter.  Amounts  of  less  than  $1 
may  be  sent  in  one  and  two  cent  stamps. 

If  Personal  Checks  are  sent  they  must  be  Certified  by  your  Bahker. 

We  do  not  ship  seeds  C.  O.  D.  unless  one-third  of  the  amount  of  the  purchase 
price  accompanies  the  order.  C.  O.  D.  shipments  cannot  be  made  by  freight. 

HOW  TO  ORDER.  Be  sure  to  write  your  name  PLAINLY;  also  your  Postoffice, 
County  and  State.  Give  the  name  of  your  Freight  and  Express  Office  if  different  from 
Postoffice.

their  growth  or  destroy  them.  Insects  above  and  below  the  ground  may  attack  them  ? 
and  a great  many  other  contingencies  may  arise  to  prevent  the  best  seeds  from  giving; 
satisfaction.  We  use  every  precaution  in  procuring  fresh,  pure  and  reliable  seeds,  etc.,-

W.  L.  Burgess  purchases  the  interests  of  Messrs.  Phipps  & Conley,  re- 
organizes the  Business  and  is  elected  President  and  Manager. 

The  spacious  store  room  adjoining  the  United  States  Trust  and 
Banking  Co’s.  Bank,  corner  Fourth  and  Main,  has  been  leased  for  a term 
of  years,  remodeled,  fitted  up,  and  is  now  the  HOME  of  The  SEED  CO., 
the  new  room  being  larger  and  lighter,  and  much  better  adapted  for  the 
business. 

A new  Standard  Seed  Tester  has  been  installed,  and  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  New  Seed  Co.  to  thoroughly  test  all  seeds,  and  not  to  offer  for  sale 
any  seed  that  does  not  come  up  to  a High  Standard  of  GERMINATION ;

There  is  no  business  enterprise  in  Grand  Junction  that  covers  a larger  area  of  terri- 
tory than  the  Grand  Junction  Seed  Co.,  made  famous  locally  by  its  slogan,  “Seeds  that 
grow.”  The  extensive  range  of  the  business  itself  which  really  extends  to  all  parts  of 
the  country,  furnishes  an  insight  into  the  progressive  policy  of  the  company,  and  estab- 
lishes its  high  standing  among  buyers  of  seeds  and  other  products  it  handles. 

The  company  has  existed  as  an  incorporation  for  three  years,  and  is  successor  to  the 
seed  department  of  the  Grand  Junction  Fruit  Growers’  Association.  The  officers,  except- 
ing President  W.  L.  Burgess,  who  came  to  the  valley  from  Pennsylvania  in  March,  1911, 
have  been  in  Grand  Junction  for  several  years.  J.  D.  Conley,  vice-president,  has  lived 
here  twenty-two  years,  and  J.  P.  Phipps,  secretary  and  treasurer,  six  years. 

The  business  occupies  extensive  quarters  at  325-327  Main  street,  where  a portion  of 
the  stock  is  kept.  In  addition  the  company  has  a large  warehouse.  In  August  it 
bought  out  the  stock  of  the  Enterprise  Feed  Store  and  has  combined  this  with  its  main 
stock,  thus  adding  materially  to  the  extent  of  its  business  and  its  equipment  to  handle 
its  growing  trade. 

The  Grand  Junction  Seed  Co.  has  become  widely  known  as  a pivot  of  the  agricul- 
tural and  horticultural  community  surrounding  Grand  Junction.  It  is  the  kind  of  insti- 
tution that  relies  wholly  on  its  merits  for  success,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
there  is  no  seed  house  with  a larger  business  acquaintance  on  the  western  slope  than 
this  one. 

This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  company  does  an  extensive  mail  order  business 
and  has  6,000  mail  order  customers  on  the  western  slope.  It  does  a general  retail  and 
wholesale  business.  Last  year  it  shipped  seed  to  Alaska,  Florida  and  Germany,  a cir- 
cumstance which  indicates  its  increasing  importance  to  Grand  Junction. 

The  seed  stock  comes  from  Colorado,  California,  Michigan,  Montana  and  Nebraska, 
and  a few  eastern  states.  The  imported  seed,  beets,  cauliflower,  cabbage,  etc.,  from 
Germany  and  Holland,  and  includes  garden,  field  and  flower  seeds,  plants  and  onion  sets, 
potatoes,  etc.  The  seeds  are  tested  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  officers  of  the 
company,  and  every  care  is  taken  that  none  but  reliable,  fresh,  genuine  goods  are  sent 
out.  The  company  guarantees  the  safe  arrival  of  shipments. 

Its  stock  includes  also  one  of  the  largest  lines  of  poultry  supplies  in  western  Colo- 
rado. Three  popular  makes  of  incubators  are  handled — the  Mandy  Lee,  the  Buckeye  and 
the  Queen.  The  stock  includes  poultry  remedies,  meat  meal,  ground  bone,  crystal 
grit,  oyster  shell  and  other  foods  of  all  kinds.  In  addition  hand  seeders,  sprayers  and 
planters  for  the  garden,  orchard  and  farm  are  carried  in  stock. 

The  wholesale  trade  of  the  company  is  undergoing  a substantial  and  gratifying 
increase,  especially  among  the  retail  buyers  in  the  smaller  towns  tributary  to  Grand 
Junction.  This  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  company  buys  its 
stock  in  large  quantities  and  can  give  excellent  inducements  in  every  branch  of  its 
business. 

It  is  expected  that  next  spring  the  acreage  in  the  valley  devote^  to  diversified  farm- 
ing will  be  the  largest  in  the  history  of  this  part  of  the  state.  The  farmers  and  fruit 
growers  are  becoming  aware  of  the  advantages  of  diversified  crops  to  insure  themselves 
against  certain  failures.  This  is  an  important  step  and  the  Grand  Junction  Seed  Com- 
pany is  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  movement. 

Those  acquainted  with  the  climate  and  soil  conditions  of  the  Grand  valley  are  able 
to  appreciate  the  importance  of  a seed  store  where  seeds  best  adapted  to  certain  local- 
ities may  be  secured.  It  is  recognized  that  the  stock  of  the  Grand  Junction  Seed  Com- 
pany has  been  selected  to  meet  the  varying  conditions  of  the  western  slope,  and  other 
parts  of  its  trade  territory,  and  it  is  this  process  of  painstaking  selection- that  is  largely 
responsible  for  its  present  standing.

Sow  the  seed  early  in  spring  in  rows  1 
foot  apart;  thin  to  3 or  4 inches;  cultivate 
as  for  other  crops.  The  one-year-old  plants 
should  be  set  in  spring  in  good  rich  sandy 
soil,  plowed  very  deep.  Work  plenty  of  well- 
rotted  manure  into  the  soil.  Set  plants  from 
4 to  6 inches  deep;  in  rows  1 to  2 feet  apart 
in  the  row.  One  ounce  of  seed  will  produce 
about  300  plants. 

CONOVER’S  COLOSSAL — A mammoth 
sort,  frequently  sending  up  fifteen  to  twenty 
sprouts  from  one  to  one  and  a half  inches 
in  diameter  from  a single  plant,  spreading 
less  than  most  sorts.  Color  deep  green;  qual- 
ity good.

SPRAYING  FORMULAS 

BORDEAUX  MIXTURE.  Copper  sul- 
phate, 6 pounds;  quicklime,  4 pounds;  wa- 
ter, 40  gallons.  Dissolve  the  copper  sul- 
phate by  putting  it  in  a bag  of  coarse 
cloth  and  hanging  this  in  a vessel  hold- 
ing at  least  4 gallons,  so  that  it  is  just 
covered  by  the  water.  Use  an  earthen  or 
wooden  vessel.  Slake  the  lime  in  an  equal 
amount  of  water.  Then  mix  the  two  and 
add  enough  water  to  make  40  gallons.  It 
is  then  ready  for  immediate  use.  If  the 
mixture  is  to  be  used  on  peach  foliage  it 
is  advisable  to  add  an  extra  pound  of 
lime  to  the  above  formula.  When  applied 
to  such  plants  as#  carnations  or  cabbages 
it  will  adhere  better  if  about  a pound  of 
hard  soap  be  dissolved  in  hot  water  and 
added  to  the  mixture.  For  rots,  mildews 
and  all  fungous  diseases. 

AMMONIAC  AL  COPPER  CARBONATE. 

Copper  carbonate,  1 ounce;  ammonia  (1 
volume  26  per  cent  Beaume,  % volume  of 
water),  enough  to  dissolve  the  copper; 
water,  9 gallons.  The  copper  carbonate 
is  best  dissolved  in  large  bottles  where  it 
will  keep  indefinitely,  stnd  should  be  di- 
luted witl#  water  as  required.  For  the 
same  purposes  as  Bordeaux  Mixture. 


COPPER  SULPHATE  SOLUTION.  Cop- 
per sulphate,  1 pound;  water,  15  gallons. 
Dissolve  the  copper  sulphate  in  the  wa- 
ter, when  it  is  ready  for  use.  This  should 
never  be  applied  to  foliage,  but  must  be 
1 used  before  the  buds  break.  For  peaches 
and  nectarines  use  25  gallons  of  water. 
For  fungous  diseases. 


PARIS  GREEN.  Paris  green,  1 pound; 
water,  200-300  gallons.  If  this  mixture  is 
to  be  used  upon  peach  trees,  1 pound  of 
quicklime  should  be  added.  Repeated  ap- 
plications will  injure  most  foliage,  un- 
less lime  is  added.  Paris  green  and  Bor- 
deaux mixture  can  be  applied  together 
with  perfect  safety.  Use  at  the  rate  of 
four  ounces  of  the  arsenites  to  50  gallons 
»of  the  mixture.  The  action  of  neither  is 
|weakened,  and  the  Paris  green  loses  all 
’caustic  properties.
